have been passed. Acting upon his 
advices the governor ordered Brigadier 
General McKee, of the state militia 
who had been Instructed to spend last 
night in the city to remain on the scene 
until further orders. 
This morning the governor received 


a telegram from General McKee. part 
of which he declined to make public. 
In the message General McKee report- 
ed that the strike situation wouldI have 
to change soon for the better or things 
would be in a pretty bad shape and 
further that he did not believe the state 
should withdraw its official attention.

It com- 
prises a draft of state planks which 
the "progressives" will bring before 
the resolutions committee and is "the 
least," it was stated, • "that the pro- 
gressives will be satisfied with." 


While Mr. Garfleld declined abso- 


lutely to discuss himself in connection 
with the governorship, it was under- 
stood that unless these planks are In- 
corporated in the platform substan- 
tially as drawn, he will decline to be 
considered • as a candidate for gov- 
ernor. 
After Special Interests. 


The first plank 
demands "actions 


and measures that 
will immediately 


check and ultimately prevent the sin- 
ister influence now exerted over pub- 
lic officers and political activities by 
special interests." 
The means suggested are a public 


utilities commission, a. general corpor- 
ation commission, full 
bank 
super- 


vision, personal responsibility for cor- 
porate actions, enforcement of penal- 
ties for the use of corporate funds for 
political purposes. 


Other salient demands in succeeding 


planks are: 
The short ballot, commission gov- 


ernment for cities, the right of recall 
of executive and 
legislative 
officers, 


a workmen's compensation act, lim- 
itation of women's hours of labor, for- 
est preservation and reforestation of 
lands.

sued by troops already in the province. 


The Insurrection is said to be of a 


serious character. Last night the gov- 
ernment learned that General Mlnlet 
and Col. Jane, revolutionary veterans 
had taken to the woods at the head of 
about a score of followers.

soap should never be Cubbed on lac. 
It ruins the color. Dissolve In wanj 
water enough soap to make a tathej 
Add a few drops of ammonia and pul 
The lace in it. Let It stand for te 
minutes. Souse it up and down In tm . 
suds, and squeeze it gently *<**<*» 
the hands. Never rub or wring it, a! 
this is apt to break the threads espe- 
cially if the lace is very fine.

Indianapolis, July 26. — In a statement 


given out yesterday E. S- Shumaker, 
superintendent of the Indiana Anti- 
Saloon league, gives figures -which he 
declares bear out the league's conten- 
tion that the county local option law 
has not Increased city taxes in this 
state in the two years it has been in 
operation. 
Some time ago Mr. Shu- 


maker gave out a statement relative 
to county taxes which showed, as con- 
tended by the league, that county taxa- 
tion baa not been increased generally 
by the operation of the county local 
option law. 


The figures used by Mr. Shumaker 


were compiled by J. L.. Peetz, chief of 
the Indiana bureau of statistics. The 
league has been making a. comparative 
study of tax rates, both city and coun- 
ty, in "wet" and "dry" territory 
throughout the state for some time in 
order to determine the effect of local 
option on taxation. The brewers have 
contended that taxes have Increased 
since local option went Into effect. 


"If there are any places in the state," 


said Mr. Shumaker yesterday, "where 
the removal of the saloons would mean 
an increase in the tax rates, in order to 
make up for the loss of license fees, 
such places should be in our cities. 
The publication of tax rates, however. 
may mean much or little, according to 
conditions under which the various 
levies are made. For example, a levy 
this year for the school fund may be 
too light, and as a result the school 
treasury 
would become 
exhausted. 


Then next year the levy would have to 
be larger than what It would otherwise. 
The same is true In any other tax fund 
levy. 


Held Not a Fair Tett. 


"The taxes of our Indiana, cities paid 


In 1909 and 1910 were on levies made 
In 1908 and 1909. respectively. A com- 
parison of rates in those two years on 
account of the presence or absence of 
saloons Is hardly a fair test, for the 
reason. that the levies were made in 
1909 Just -about 'the time that Indiana 
was going 
through 
the 
transition 


period In forty-six of her counties 
from license to no license. 
City of- 


ficials, In making the levy for 1909 (to 
be paid this year), could not tell for a 
certainty Just how much money would

increase its tax levy by 10 cents. Hart 
ford City, which voted that county wet 
in order to keep the 'priceless boon' of 
the saloon so ns tn make times better, 
has had to add a levy of 6 cents over 
that of one year before in order to 
make ends meet. 
Rockport, which 


went wet, h.ns increased its tax rate by 
12 cents. Mt. Vernon has had to reach 
down into her citizens'.pockets at a 
rate of 3 cents on a hundred dollars, 
in spite of the fact that they voted to 
keep their twenty-four saloons. 


"While we flo not lay claim to the 


fact that taxes pnirt this year and last 
are altogether decisive of the question 
of tax rates in wet and dry territory.

After his allusions to Governor Har- 


mon; Mr. Longrworth went on to a- con- 
luslon, spooking In part as follows:

session ot congress. 
Some people 


mistook his good humor for Weak- 
ness, his 
patience 
for pliability; 


events have proved how sadly mis- 
taken they were. 
Today there are 


few who do not know that the Taft 
smile Is but a mask for dogged de- 
termination and an Iron will. 


Seldom has It fallen to the lot of 


any man to surmount ureater ob- 
stacles in carrying out his promises 
t-han to the president. Beset on nil 
sides by violent and unjust criti- 
cism, harassed by factional disputes, 
he remained serenely confident to 
the end, and the end was a triumph. 
He had determined from the begin- 
ning that party pledges were made

A» to Insurgents.

The most idiotic of all the demo- 


cratic war cries is that the republi- 
can party today is under the domi- 
nation of bosses, who are. in their 
turn, either In control of or sub- 
servient to special interests. If there 
were anything np^rtpd to utterly re- 
fute this claim it would be the re- 
ception accord»<3 to a great republi- 
can leader upon his return to this 
country not Ions aeo. 
Members of 


his party of all shades of political 
opinion have soucht his advice and 
counsel. 
It Is that type of leader- 


ship that the rank ynd file of the 
republican party are content to fol- 
low, no other.

new feature in recent tariff leEisla- 
tion and it is well worth while to ex- 
amine in some detail its history and 
functions. 


Ready for the Fray.

nents upon any ground upon which 
they may attack us. If it Is that
